Ship  Sinks 

COPENHAGEN,  June  11 
(Friday)  (/P). — The  pas- 
senger vessel  Kjoebenhavn 
struck  a mine  and  sank  in 
Danish  inland  waters  early 
today.

It  does  not  seem 
probable,  nor  can  this  community  afford 
to  take  five  yc  ~rs  to  put  its  trunk  routes  In 
shape  (of  use. 


NO  one  likes  to  be  pessimistic,  but  it  Is 
difficult  to  see  in  the  $1,156,800  five- 
year  plan  for  Victoria  City  roads  any 
conclusive  answer  to  the  main  question  of 
reconstructing  city  arteries  so  that  they 
will  withstand  modem  heavy  traffic.  Unless 
there  are  special  circumstances  governing 
the  cose,  and  none  are  apparent,  the  esti- 
mate seems  both  too  light  and  too  tardy. 
Mere  surfacing  of  city  thoroughfares  will 
not  suffice,  but  only  postpone  the  day  when 
the  work  would  have  to  be  done  again 
Taking  the  first  half  of  this  year,  for  ex- 
ample, Victoria  City  has  achieved  a little 
track  removal.  Some  cubic  yards  of  rock 
have  been  blasted  out,  and  the  rubble 
broken  into  stones.  There  has  been  a 
minimum  of  patching  and  resurfacing  at  a 
few  points  within  the  city’s  environments, 
and  that  is  about  all  The  main  task  of

Economic  Co-operation  Act  lays  down 
as  one  of  the  conditions  of  aid  to  ths 
sixteen  nations  that  the  participating 
countries  shall  co-operate  to  reduce 
barriers  to  trade  among  themselves 
and  with  other  countries,  while  there 
is  a similar  clause  In  the  convention 
of  the  O.EE.C.  This  is  seen  as  a poten- 
tial threat  to  Imperial  preferences, 
although  as  a matter  of  fact  both  stem 
from  the  Charter  of  Havana,  to  which 
both  Dominions  were  signatories. 

A more  valid  cause  of  concern  Is 
probably  that  part  of  the  statement 
Issued  after  the  five  Western  Union 
Foreign  Ministers  had  met  In  Brussels 
which  said:  “It  may  be  necessary  (for 
the  five  countries)  to  contemplate  cer- 
tain changes  In  their  economic  policy, 
in  particular  the  development  and  re- 
orientaUcm  of  the  pattern  of  produc- 
tion of  the  respective  countries."  Such 
changes,  • it  Is  felt,  might  affect 
Britain's  need  for  raw  materials  from 
the  Dominions. 

In  the  long  run  a healthy  economy 
in  Western  Europe  as  a whole  can 
only  benefit  the  countries  of  the  British 
Commonwealth.  The  problem  1*  that 
of  satisfying  the  short-term  needs  of 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  lor  BrlUsh 
markets  while  the  foundations  are  be- 
ing laid  of-a-afrong  European  economy 
that  will  eventually  afford  a better 
market  for  the  output  of  those  Domin- 
ions than  has  hitherto  existed  — The 
Times.

If  one  may  use  a colloquialism  that 
he  must  feel  meets  the  case  precisely, 
seems  to  be  stuck  with  it. 

It  Is  no  wonder  that  the  latter 
yearns  for  the  glitter  that  made  Lon- 
doners ready  to  gape  In  admiration 
yesterday.  We  have  bearskins  here, 
also,  although  a singularly  obtuse 
ND.H  Q would  condemn  them  to  the 
murky  Interior  of  a clothes  closet,  in 
disconsolate  company  with  tunics  as 
brightly  scarlet  as  those  of  British 
guardsmen.  And  so,  unfortunately,  we 
are  unable  to  assess  the  merits  of  the 
Canadian  waistline  in  comparison 
with  the  hour-glass  contour  favored 
by  prewar  predecessors.  A rough 
estimate  would  deem  it  to  be  slightly 
m6re  tenuous,  since  each  succeeding 
generation  seems  to  elevate  Itself 
closer  to  the  heavens  and  the  laws  of 
Nature  might  preclude  an  equal  exten- 
sion on  the  horizontal  plane.

But 
if  we  let  ourselves  be  blinded  by  our 
fear  of  Communism  to  the  need  for 
orderly  reform;  if  we  shirk  the  Job  of 
euring  real  evils,  correcting  real  griev- 
ances both  at  home  and  in  threat  to 
real  democracy;  If  we  fall  now  to 
make  our  democracy  work  for  the 
benefits  the  ordinary  man,  we  make 
the  eventual  triumph  of  Communism 
inevitable. 


WE  remarked  last  month  on  the 
unwisdom  of  too  much  liber- 
tarian scruple*  In  dealing  with  Com- 
munists, who  are  not  mere  political 
dissidents  but  the  agents  of  a hostile 
power.  There's  an  equal  and  opposite 
danger,  though,  that  gets  small  atten- 
tion these  days. 

Communism,  in  and  by  itself,  is  an 
ugly  doctrine  that  appeals  to  few.  But 
If  we  shriek  "Communism"  every  Ume 
anyone,  anywhere,  strikes  a blow  at 
the  established  order,  we  do  the  Com- 
munists a favor  they  don't  deserve. 
We  Identify  Communism  with  change, 
with  the  redrese  of  lntolerdbfc  griev- 
ances and  the  overthrow  of  Indefen- 
sible pretensions. 

Here  Is  lucky,  wealthy  Canada  the 
issue  hardly  arises.  Our  grievances 
•re  so  few.  so  trifling;  the  Communists

8urely,  no  one  today  wants  injustice,  inhumanity, 
profiteering,  Inequality,  or  Insufficiency  of  any 
of  the  things  that  we  should  have  for  an  ordinary 
decent  standard  of  living.  No  one,  surely,  wants 
slum*,  wars,  persecutions;  but  everyone  wants 
a fair  chance,  a fair  education,  a decent  home 
to  live  In  and  a Job  with  a fair  wage.  Most  of 
us  want  very  little  more  than  that,  but  cer- 
tainly nothing  less;  and  In  this  age  of  marvel- 
ous achievement,  when  we  can  do  practically 
anything  without  limit,  why  should  we  not  have 
all  these  things?  They  are  not  very  much  to 
ask  for,  what,  then,  Is  stopping  us  from  getting 
them?  It  certainly  Is  not  lack  of  materials 
wherewith  to  supply  our  needs,  nor  lack  of  man- 
power, nor  of  machinery;  nor,  surely  can  It  be  for 
lack  of  will-power— or  have  we  become  so  degen- 
erate that  we  are  unable  to  use  our  supplies  and 
resources  intelligently  enough  to  make  them  go 
round  evenly?

Sir.— The  transportation  companies’  applica- 
tion to  raise  the  fare  structure  reminds  us  that 
prices  habitually  seek  to  And  their  own  level  In 
relation  to  operational  costs. 

In  principle,  zoning  may  have  its  practical 
limitations,  as  to  the  layman  It  looks  as  If  less 
revenue  would  be  oblaincd  from  those  living  com- 
paratively cloae  in,  than  from  those  living  corre- 
spondingly farther  out.  Yet  transportation  serv- 
ice is  maintained  to  serve  the  people  as  a whole 
and  not  Just  certain  Individuals,  groups  or  sec- 
tions. 

As  always,  there  are  those  who  will  be  more 
or  less  Inconvenienced  by  any  upward  slant  in 
fares  but  a dollar  to  carry  Its  own  weight  must 
make  a turnover  sufficient  to  feed  Its  own  pro- 
ductive power  in  transportation,  with  a service 
to  maintain  during  peak  and  valley  hours,  regard- 
less of  payloads.

wlll  be  formed  about  a month  after  , chairman  of  the  city's  water  com- 
mittee. said  yesterday. 

The  by-law  for  sale  of  the  system 
for  43  472.824  wa*  pa.s*ed  by  City 
Council  yesterday  and  will  be  pre- 
sented to  ratepayers  for  s vote 
June  34. 

Aid.  Cabeldu  said  the  money  the 
city  receives  from  the  sale  will  be 
used  to  reduce  the  city's  debt. 

The  by-law  calls  for  the  water 
board  to  psy  off  the  debt  to  the 
city  In  15  years  by  equal  yearly  or 
half-yearly  payments,  with  three 
per  cent  a year  Interest  on  deferred 
payments.
